EXPLANATION: Plaintiffs filed suit alleging that NMDOT and NMDPS were 
negligent by allowing DPS officers (MTD & State Police) to direct traffic in a work 
zone where an ongoing NMDOT repair project was occurring. Plaintiffs claim that 
this negligent direction of traffic caused traffic to slow down too rapidly, which 
caused the driver of a commercial motor vehicle to rear-end Jesus Carranza, 
resulting in severe bodily injuries to him. This matter went before a jury the week 
of May 4, 2015. The jury returned a verdict on May 7, 2015 awarding Plaintiff 
$225,000 in medical expenses, plus $1,075,000 in other damages but found the 
commercial motor vehicle driver 90% liable, DOT 10% liable, and no liability was 
found against DPS. Pursuant to the verdict/judgment, DOT must pay Plaintiff 
$130,000, plus $15,000 in attorney’s fees and costs.
